The  coinage  of  the  following  ceased  in  the  yearS  named:  Half  and  one  cent,  copper, 
in  1857;  one  cent,  nickel,  1864;  half  dime  and  three  cents,  silver,  and  two  cents, 
bronze,  1873;  twenty  cents,  silver,  1878;  trade  dollar,  1883;  one  dollar  and  three 
dollars,  gold,  and  thi-ee  cents,  nickel,  1889;  standard  silver  dollar,  1904.  The  Colum- 
bian half  dollar,  authorized  under  act  of  August  5,  1892,  was  coined  in  1892  and  1893, 
and  the  Isabella  quarter,  struck  under  act  of  March  3,  1893,  in  1893.  The  Lafayette 
dollar  was  struck,  under  act  of  March  3,  1899,  in  1899,  the  date  on  the  coin  (1900)  being 
that  of  the  unveiling  of  the  memorial.  The  special  gold  dollars  for  the  Louisiana 
Purchase  Exposition  were  coined,  under  act  of  June  28,  1902,  In  1902  and  1903,  but 
have  no  coinage  date  upon  them.  The  Lewis  and  Clark  Exposition  gold  dollar  was 
struck  in  1904  and  1905  under  act  of  April  13,  1904.  The  act  of  Congress  of  January 
16,  1915,  authorized  the  striking  of  fifty,  two-and-a-half,  and  one  dollar  gold  pieces 
and  half-dollar  silver  pieces  for  the  Panama- Pacific  Exposition  Co.,  all  stamped 
with  the  date  1915.  The  McKinley  gold  dollar  was  authorized  under  act  of  Febru- 
ary 23,  1916. 

Mint  marks. — Coins  struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  have  no  mint  mark.  Those 
struck  at  all  other  mints  of  the  United  States  are  distinguished  by  a  small  letter  near 
the  bottom  of  the  coin.  These  letters  are:  "C"  for  (charlotte,  N.  C,  discontinued  in 
1861;  "CC"  for  Carson  City,  Nev.,  discontinued  in  1893;  "D"  for  Dahlonega,  Ga., 
discontinued  in  1861,  and  for  Denver,  Colo.,  since  1906;  "0"  for  New  Orleans,  La., 
coinage  ceased  in  1909  and  discontinued  as  a  mint  July  1,  1911;  and  "S"  for  San 
Francisco,  Cal. 

Medals. — A  list  of  medals,  which  can  be  supplied  on  order,  with  the  prices 
thereof,  will  be  found  on  the  following  pages.  Private-medal  dies  can  not,  under 
the  law,  be  prepared  at  the  mint,  but  when  the  regular  business  of  the  mint  will 
permit,  medals  may  be  struck  from  dies  furnished  by  individuals,  public  institutions, 
and  incorporated  societies  at  a  charge  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  operation  and 
the  value  of  the  metal. 
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INFOEMATION  RELATING  TO  COINS  AND  MEDALS. 


The  remittance  should  accompany  the  order  and  should  be  in  cash  or  money  order. 
The  mint  has  no  bank  account  therefore  can  not  use  checks  or  drafts  on  banks  outside  of 
Philadelphia. 

Make  money  orders  payable  to  the  "Superintendent  of  the  Mint  of  the  United  States, 
Philadelphia,'  Pa." 

The  prices  given  in  this  circular  are  for  delivery  over  the  counter.  If  the  medals 
are  to  be  sent  by  mail  or  express,  the  charge  for  this  service  must  be  paid  by  the  pur- 
chaser. If  the  "remittance  does  not  include  postage  or  express  charges,  the  package 
will  be  sent  by  express,  ''Charges  collect." 

Old  coins. — The  mint  does  not  buy  old  coins  or  paper  money,  nor  does  it  publish  or 
supply  any  information  concerning  the  prices  of  old  coins  and  paper  money.  Coin 
dealers  are  the  persons  to  whom  application  should  be  made  for  such  information. 
Mutilated  or  uncurrent  United  States  gold  and  silver  coin  is  purchased  as  bullion, 
the  gold  at  the  rate  of  §18.60  per  ounce  troy,  and  the  silver  at  the  rate  fixed  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Director  of  the  Mint. 

The  mint  has  no  pattern  pieces  for  sale. 

All  correspondence  should  be  addressed  "Superintendent  of  the  Mint  of  the  United 
States,  Philadelphia,  Pa."  When  a  reply  is  desired  by  mail,  return  postage  and 
registry  fee,  if  the  latter  be  necessary,  must  accompany  the  communication.
